Indians Kill and Burn Three 
Prospectors. 

SpPpoKANE Fats, March 25.—The 
Evening Chronicle has the following: 
‘* These are the facts» of the cruel as- 
sassination of three prospectors, whose 
names are unknown, by a frantic pand 
of Kootenay Indians, fresh from their 
medicine dance. The facts of the 
diabolism have just been discovered 
by an Indian hunter, who saw six 
braves in the act of: burning the bodies 
ofthe three prospectors, whom they 
bad killed while at noonday lunch on 
Sibley creeh trail. It was not plunder 
that suggested the crime, but an un- 
doubted murderous feeling engen- 
dered by recitals of bloodshed and vil- 
lainy in the medicine dance, as the 


murdered men had two horses only, 
and their entire outfit indicated that 
they were poor. Although the attack: 
ing force was six in number, the mur- 
der was done by the leader, who, lurk- 
ing in a growth of small pine, deliber- 
ately waited till they all sat down ona 
fallen tree, and then fired, killing one 
and mortally wounding another at the 
first fire. —Two wore shots were fre- 
quired to finish the third man as he 
dashed wildly from the scene and he 
joined his companions, who preceded 
him bya few seconds. The horrible 
stench from the burning bodies, to- 
gether with the smoke, attracted an- 
other Indian (the hunter referred to 
above), who came onto themin the 
midst of their heinous work. They 
swore him to secrecy. by all the oaths 
of savage gods, but the affair was first 
told around the council fires by the 
actors themselves, before the old man 
who was sworn to silence told it to cer- 
tain white men, who have resolved 
upon taking a hideous revenge which 
means no more or less than a solution 
of the Indian problem, insofar as the 
bloodthirsty band of the Kootenay 
tribe. is concerned. If any reprisals 
follow through these aggressions on 
the part of prospectors, this whole In- 
dian-iafected section will be cleaned of 
redskin raiders. It is learned that the 
killing of the three prospectors at 
Priest Mission was. by Catispels. 


A SAD ACCIDENT.

rescuing Mrs. Stewart and her younger 
child, which she held in her arms. 
Mr. Stewart, being weighed down by 
a heavy overcoat, with great difficulty 
extricated himself frou his perilous 
position, 

Miss Sailie Woode, Mrs, Stewart's 
daughter, a beautifol girl about thir- 
teen yéars of age, immediately disap- 
peared beneath the water, and being 
drawn under the boat by the pip ait | 
was drowned. 

In a short time a large party of 

neighbors gathered at the scene of the 
accident and their labors were soon re- 
warded by finding the body of Miss 
Woods about sixty feet beneath the 
ferry landing.

proxies], and said that harmony 
prevailed and past differences were 
all buried, and the party knew 
nothing but Democracy and suc- 
cess, and then the wraugle com- 
menced. 

The committeemen from the sev- 
eral counties were upon motion 
permitted to cast.a ballot for those 
who had dropped by the wayside or 
were too feeble to attend. 

The Secretary read the call of the 
National Committee. 

A motion to hold but one con- 
vention was carried. 

Three motions were made for 
the time of boiding the couvention 
—May 21, 17 and 1, respectively— 
and every man made a speech.

My belief has always been firm 


important part in the success or 
failure of the breeder. In the first 
place, the breeder should determine 
whether he wishes to breed horses 
suitable for a gentleman’s road 
horse, with speed combined, and 
in hopes of raising a number one 
trotter, or whether he wishes to 
breed draft horses. -If he wishes 
to raise a gentleman’s road horse 
with speed combined (a horse of 
this kind with the right qualifica- 
tions at the present time commands 
a long price), the brood mareis the 
first object in starting. The brood 
mare, to insure a breeder’s success, 
should be a mare of good size, style, 
color, sound, free from bad habits, 
and of geod disposition. This 
brood mare should be well bred, 
and, to make success doubly sure 

from a line of producers, For in- 
stance—go to Woodburn Farm in 
Kentucky to-day. The proprietors 
will show you fine eolts, all by the 
same sire, all from dams by the 
same sire. Number one they will 
ask you $5,000 for; number two 
they will ask you $4,000 for; num- 
ber. three,..$3,000; number _two, 
$2,000; number one, $1,000, To all 
appearances, there;is no choice in 
the colts. Why the difference in 
the price? Colt number one is from 
a dam that has preduced: several 
noted performers, .and also his 
third and ‘fourth dam. “Wood- 
burn” has reason to expect anotner 
performer from the same union. 
The dam of colt number two is by 
the same sire from a mare that has 
produced several of merit, whose 
second dam was also a mare of 
same quality, with one 2:30 per- 
former te her credit. The colt’s 
third dam was also well bred, The 
dam of colt number three is by the 
same sire, whose second dam wasa 
well-bred one, and her produce of 
some merit. Colt number four, 
(dam by thé same sire), whose 
second dam was from a family that 
were well-bred, but performers in 
the family were few. Coltnumber 
five, breeding offirst dam the same, 
second dam from way back. The 
reason for the difference in the 
prices of these colts is obvious. 
The foregoing is only one out. of 
many practical illustrations I 
might give you of the importance 
of the brooding mare in breeding.

will get left. A man may say, 
“But 1 am not able to buy one of 
this producing class of brood 
mares.” It is very easy for a young 
man to obtain one of this kind, 
with a little patience. Too many 
have some broken down old trotter 
for a brood mare, who once had a 
little speed,. her life and vitality 
gone. After raising two or three 
colts, if she should breed, she is 
valueless, and so. much of the pro- 
fit is lost. How many breed to 
some old pet family mare, whose 
best days and usefulness are over. 
And they expect her to reproduce 
herself with speed combined, by 
breeding to some well bred stallion 
that they fancy. But how many 
are disappointed! I would net 
advise a farmer or breeder who 
has a brood mare that has been a 
producer of speed, but not consid- 
ered fashionably bred to-day, to 
exchange her for an untried one 


that is bred on the line of fashion | ¢¢
